Poland To Ask 


Immediate Aid 


Washington, Aug H—Poland will 


ask immediate aid from the United 
States in its fight against the Rus- 
sian soviet government, Count Casi- 
mir Lubomirski, the Polish minister, 
announced today. 


The appeal to the state department, 


the minister said, will be hased up- 
on the assurance contained in the 
Amencan note to Italy that the Uni- 
ted States will insist upon mainten- 
ance of the political independence and 
territorial integrity of Poland. 


The aid requested, it was 
said, 


probablv will be confined to a request 
for an extension of credits by the 
United States for the purchase by 
Poland of surplus war stocks. Per- 
mission to purchase 200,000 army 
uniforms and 200000 pairs of shoes 
from war department stocks already 
have been asked by the Polish le- 
gation.

Commission Declares That 


Two Cents a Mile is 


Legal Rate. 


Chicago, Aug 11—-The state public 


utilities commission yesterday grant- 
ed railroads operating In Illinois a 
33 1-3 per cent increase in intra-state 
freight rates and denied a petition 
that passenger rates be increased to 
3 6 cents a mile. 
The passenger rate 


decision was rendered on the ground 
that the commission did not 
have 


authority under the state law, which 
Sixes the rate at two cents a mile, 
to grant a rate beyond that amount. 


Chairman 
Wilkerson 
said 
the 


freight rate increase was in addition 
to an increase of 25 per cent granted 
during the war and in reality gave 
an increase of about 66 2-3 per qent 
over pre-i«ar rates. 


He said that eastern roads had been 


granted increases of 
approximately 


100 per cent over pie-war rates and 
that the difference was due to the 
difference in the cost of labor Pre- 
valent economic conditions, he said, 
made the increase necessary. 


NO HIGHER HATE ON MILK, 
The board denied a request by the 


roads for a 20 per cent Increase in the 
rates on shipments of milk and cream 
and also denied the petition for an in- 
crease in Pullman car surcharge ratea 
in intra-state traffic. 
Commutation 


rates will remain as at present, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wilkerson, but an in- 
crease of 20 per cent will be allowed 
m excess baggage ratea 


The commission pointed out in Us 


statement concerning passenger fares 
that the present rate of three cents 
a mile is in effect through federal 
•war time laws and that when 
the 


roads emerge from under jurisdiction 
of the war time transportation act on 
September 1, passenger rates In Illi- 
nois will automatically revert to two 
cents a mile under the state law un- 
less action is taken by the legislature 
prior to that date

LITIGATION EXPECTED.

when the roads Indicated that they

SYMPATHETIC. 


The note was in response to an 


"agreeable intimation" from the Ital- 
ian ambassador that his government ' 
would welcome a statement of the 
American government on the Polish 
situation. Much of it was devoted 
to a statement of the sympathetic 
feeling of the United States toward 
the Russian people As evidence tt 
this sympathy, the secretary of vtate 
disclosed some diplomatic becrets. 


Mr. Colby revealed that the Ameri- 


can Government withheld Its approv- 
al from the decision of the supreme 
council at Paris recognizing the In- 
dependence of the "so-called repub- 
lics" of Georgia and Azarbaijan be- 
cause they partly were carved out of 
the old "Russian empire. 


It was stated tno United States 


had taken the position that the final 
determination of the boundaries of 
Armenia, which the President ha» 
been asked by the Allies 
to 
fix, 


"must not be made without Russia's 
co-operation and agreement." 


It was further disclosed that the 


United States had persistently refus- 
ed to recognize the Baltic states, with 
the exception of Finland, a once In- 
dependent nation, because ft held th»t 
they were rightly a part of Russia 
and that the territory embraced In 
them should be held for the Russian 
people until they should have organ- 
ized a stable government. 


OPPOSE SOVIET RUSSIA 


The secretary's note was accepted 


generally as evidence that the Unit«A 
States and Great Britain and Franc* 
were alone In a determination'to pre- 
vent the absorbing of tho new re- 
public into Soviet Russia. 


Informal exchanges between Wash- 


ngton and London and Paris on the 
Russian-Polish situation, have been 
preceding for some days and the fact 
that the American note was address- 
ed to the Italian premier, created 
surprise in Washington.

100,000,000 people cannot be govern 
ed by each of the one hundred mi 
lion but that Russia is a democrac 
is quite far from the truth. 
' That the constitution of the Unite 
States was born in a spirit of ha 
mony and beautiful agreement amon 
those who drew it gives the America 
who believes it an uplifted feelin 
about the sanctity of his basic law 
but the unvarnished truth is that th 
document was the result of compr 
mise 
and 
acrimonious 
discussio 


during the weeks when its form an 
substance were under discussion. 


The makers of the constitutio 


were human beings, not angels, an 
that this charter of American rlgh 
should never be subject to change o 
expansion in its application to ne 
conditions arising in the world is a 
unreasonable assumption. 


The constitution is a great doc 


ment but it deals not only with th 
principles but with the form of gov- 
ernment. It is not like the ten com- 
mandments, 
a collection of princi- 


ples only, but a method of applying 
those principles and conditions may 
make necessary a change in the 
method of that application.

to Dayton do not 
wholly 
coincide 


with the impression made on those 
Democratic leaders who came to hear 
it In person and who have been de 
parting for their homes during the 
early days of'the week. 


These Democratic leaders can be 


roughly divided into two classes, the 
"ones who are friends ol TVilson and 
the administration and the ones who 
are not. Of these two groups, the 
former are pleased and Jubilant; the 
latter went home disappointed and In 
some cases angry. 


ANTI WILSONS PEEVED 


Cox 
got 
his nomination almost 


wholly from men who hate Wilson 
In naming Cox one of their princlpa 
motives was the 'feeling that the! 
were getting even with the Wilson 
administration for grievances which 
they fell the administration had pu 
up on them, grievances chiefly in th. 


denial "f patronage 


The feeling now Is that Cox wishes 
o 
dissociate 
himself 
from 
close 


dentlty with this anti-Wilson wing 
f tbe party. This feeling Is based 
ot merely on the heartiness of Cox's 
ndorsoment of the league of nations, 
ut also on other passages from his 
peech, and to other acts of his, some 
f them in connection with the re- 
rganlzation of the party machinery. 


SEEKS HIGHER PLACE 


Judged by the standards that in- 


Impendent voters are apt to apply, 
Jox himself undoubtedly has and de- 
erves to have a higher place In their 
stimatlon than Tammany, the New 
Jersey machine, and the other forces 
hat nominated him. Also, It Is ap- 
parent that Cox wants the public to 
understand that h« personally had no 
>re-eonventlon 
understanding with 


;he men and did not get their sup- 
port by virtue of promises made to 
them. 


Probably It is fair to Cox to say 
at his only obligation to these eli- 


ments of the party Is the obligation 
implied 
In the fact that he is the

on the league. They think Cox meant 
to take a stand out of which Wilson 
and Wilson's friends would get un-

satisfaction. 


They think that Cox in his speech 


meant to Invite and now ought to
